THK HOCSE. 


WASHINGTON, Dei-ember 
19. — The 


house was in an uyly frame of mind to- 
day. The liepublicaus were hi a light- 
ing temper over the Hawaiian situation 
when the house met, and reopened im- 
mediate! v. 


Amendments were adopted appropri- 


ating $180,000 for extra mileage of mem- 
bers and senators, $40,000 for stationery 
and $25,000 to pay employees an extra 
month's ealary. The most bitter oppo- 
sition was manifested towards these 
propositions, which were denounced as 
the most scandalous proceeding since 
the daye of salary grab. 


Bland and Holinan tried to get the 


members on record by an aye and nay 
vote, but- the rule committee brought in 
a special order preventing such vote. 


Cochran's resolution for the appoint- 


ment of a committee to investigate the 
attempt of the last administration to an- 
nex territory without consulting the 
house, was referred to the committee on 
rules amidst great confusion. 


Boutelle introduced as a privileged 


resolution his resolution of yesterdav, 
thus securing the floor. 


McCrpary made the point that the 


resolution be not privileged, but Bou- 
telle speaking on the question said: 
"The inesbfge of the President read here 
yesterday indicates this country may be 
involved in war with a friendly power 
for all we know." Said lie in a loud 
voice: ''The arms of the United States 
may be even now piercing with their 
bayonets a friendly nation with whom 
tiie mass of the people of this country 
sympathize. He held it was the imper- 
ative duty of 
congress, 
reluctantly 


recognixed by the President, to disavow, 
discredit and reprobate a policy destined 
to bring this country into discredit in 
the eyes of the civilized world." [Great 
applause on the KeimbHiv.ii side.] 


"I rare uot whence thia policy emcn- 


ates," continued 
Boutelle, ""whether 


from a Republican President or a Demo- 
cratic usurper." 
The confusion that 


olloy.ed the word "usurper" drowned 
the rest of the sentence. He continued 
to talk amid the loud cries for order and 
the speaker at last, with the aid of bis 
f 


avel, brought the house to a standstill 
efore the gentleman from Maine had 


fairly launched his nest. Rpeaked Crisp 
suddenly swept the ground from under 
him by deciding a point of order in ac- 
cordance with the contention of Mc- 
Creary and ref<;irt:d the resolution di- 
rectly to the committee on foreign 
affaire. 


Boutelle and Dingloy then attempted 


to argue the question relating to the de- 
cision of the chair, but the speaker was 
obdurate and amid the great excitement 
ordered all gentlemen to take their 
seats, declaring he wouldjiear no gen- 
tleman until he had formally discharged 
Iris duty by a decision upon the point of 
issue. The speaker then delivered his 
decision and referred the. resolution to 
the committee on foreign affairs. Bou- 
telle immediately appealed from the de- 
cision of the chair and McGreary moved 
to lav the appeal on the table. The mo- 
tion prevailed by ISO to SO. 


After some routine business the house 


adjourned. 


THE TARIFF MATTER. 


The Majority Report Submitted to 


the Hon.se. 


WASIUXGTOS, December 19.—The ma- 


jority re]>ort of the ways and means 
committee on tariff was submitted to 
the house at the opening today. The 
report says in answer to criticism about 
educing revenues at nt a time when the 
government is in financial straits, that 
the committee was compelled in defer- 
ence to that fact to not put on the free 
list some articles which it would have 
been glad to make free, and not to cut 
other fates as low as was desirable. The 
committee did not feel justified in ig- 
noring the instructions of the American 
people on account of the temporary 
shrinkage of revenues. The committee 
says experience shows the increase of 
business will largely make up the loss 
from decreased rates. 


The report declares the reciprocity 


clause of the tariff act of 1800 has 
brought no appreciable benefits, and the 
present bill aims, therefore, to repeal it 
entirely. The report then proceeds to 
deal at length and seriatim with the 
leading articles of the schedule, and the 
reasons which actuated the committee 
in fixing *be rate of duty or in placing 
them on the free list. The majority re- 
port is signed by the Democratic mem- 
liera of the committee. 


Irish Gets an Office.

The 
council, however, will immediately pass 
it over the mayor's veto, and everything 
will 1* made smooth for the contest be- 
tween Corbett and Mitchell, provided 
the governor keeps hia hand off. The 
povernor is keeping silent, and no one 
can guess what he intends to do.

grees. The retail dealers in turn sold 
tlie oil to their customers. Mrs. Mav- 
belle Brown, a housewife of Selma, was 
among the purchasers. 
When Mrs. 


Brown used some of the oil in filling u 
lamp the kerosene exploded and burnei: 
her house down. She was insured for 
$1000 in the Xew Zealand company, 


Mrs. Brown lias joined tlie insurance 


company in the suit against the Stand- 
ard Oil Company for the amount of her 
loss. The complaint alleges the oil was 
found to explode at 85 degrees Fahren- 
heit. It is reported other suits similar 
in nature will soon be filed. 


McNulty Reprieved.

bell, the young man who a few weeks 
aeo got into a difficulty with W. D 
MOSB, a phonograph man, and stabbec 
him in the back, tonight jabbed hif 
ready knife into Monroe Denny's lefl 
shoulder, making a very painful, though 
not necessarily fataJ wound. 


The row occurred at about G o'clock 


this evening in the Madera hotel, a 
west-side Iwarding bouse, frequented bj 
Tennessee people.

Tho two 


men had a few words together, when 
Denny said: 


"I'm not Dolph Moss, and you can't 


cut me all up. If you try it I'll knock 
vonr eye out." 


Xewbcll got his pocket knife open, 


ami pushing his chair back from the 
table rosci up. 


"I'll show you what 1 can do," said 


he knife wielder, grabbing Denny with 
one hiuid, and slashing him with tlie 
mife. 


Denny struck his assailant with his 


fist, knocking him back against the door 
of a bedroom, and the door opening, 
Xewbell fell down. Denny hitd followed 
iim iip and fell on top of Newbell, who 
cept the knife working on Denny. The 
alter got awuy and said: "1 am cut to 
death." 


He grabbed a chair and struck at 


Newbell, who had regained his feet. He 
truck several blows with the chair, but 
did not strike Newbell. The 
knife 


wieldpr began throwing chairs at Denny, 
vho was bleeding badly. 


Dan Herald ran between the two men 


md stopped the fight. Newbell made 
lis escape from the house and has not 
ret been captured. 


Dr. S. K. Church was sent for and he 


ssamined the wounded man. He found 
iiat the knife blade had entered Denny's 
)ack just to the right of the shoulder 
jlade. There were two cuts. One of 
hem extended to the cavity. There 
was also a cut on Denny's left hand. 
The doctor states the wounds will not 


ecesaarily cause death.

A MINE ON FIRE." 


NARROW ESCAPE OF HUNDREDS 


OF MINERS. 


Mauy Were Injured, But all Except 


One Will Re- 


cover. 


MIN-ON-K, 111., December 21.—At 5 


('clock this afternoon a fire broke out in 
he Minouk coal mine, situated one mile 
rom this city. The flames held 200 
mini;ra in deadly peril of their lives. 
All escaped, however, and but few were 
njured. 
The man moat seriously hurt is fieorge 
Irbland, who caused the disaster hy at- 
cmptingto light a torch while stand- 
ig near a can of kerosene. In an effort 
o extinguish the fire Erbland upset tlte 
kerosene, which at once gave the flames 
great impetus. The dry timber lining 
on the walla of tho main shaft were 
ablaze in an instant and the (ire spread 
vith such appalling rapidity that it 
eeined as though the men in tho shaft 
mist perish. 


About a hundred of them escaped 


.hrough the main shaft before the fire 
•enttered it impassable. Two hundred 
men were still at the bottom of the shaft 
ind the fire was spreading furiously 
The wildest kind of panic prevailed 
•~~iimd the mouth of tlie shaft, where 
, 


he families of the imprisoned miners 
and others had gathered. It was found 
h 
nd others had gatherer 
liere was not sufficient hose to reach fa. 
enough down thu shaft to be of use. 


Then it seemed that unless the men 


iuccefidod in escaping through the ven- 
.i In ting shafts, their hope was gone. 
There are three ventilating shafts and 
o these the men in the mine had 
iished, crazy with fear, burned with 
,lling timber and choked and blinded 
ly smoke, which was rapidly filling 
he 
mine. 
Fortunately 
every man 


cached the foot of one of these three 
•entilating shafts, and was quickly 
drawn to tho surface. Inside an hour 
fter Erbland started the fire all the 
me.i were safe above the ground. Many 
Beached the upper air iu a desperate 
ondition, but medical aid and fresh air 
oon brought them round. All will re- 
"over with the exception of Erbland, 
vhose injuries were received from the 
xplosion of the oil. At midnight the 
,re was burning furiously beyond con- 
rol.

ROTH ARE FATALLY WOUNDED 


Harris Was Drunk and is Said to 


Have Been tlio 


Aggressor. 


HAXFOKD. December 21.—2 a.m.—Be-

,hat as he was passing Hotel Artesia 
Harris jumped out, gun in hand, and 
iwore he would do him up, and began 
shootin», whereupon he drew his pistol 
ind returned the fire. No one seems to 
have witnessed the affray.

A GREAT RESERVOIR. 


ITS CONSTRUCTION TO BE BEGUN 


MONDAY. 


A Part of the Sunset Irrigation 


District's System—Its 


Extftnt. 


Work will be begun on the reservoir 


levees of the Sunset irrigation district 
iest Monday. A largo force of men 
with teams are now on the way to the 
work, and ground will be broken early 
Monday morning on the greatest piece 
of engineering work ever done in thia 
valley. 


The Sunset irrigation district will 


jring into successful cultivation 300,000 
acres of land on the West Side, partly in 
this and partly in King's county. Most 
of the land is said to be equal in qualitv 
to the best around Fresno and it is esti- 
mated that bringing water on it will add 
n a few years £>0,000,000 to the value 
of Fresno and Kings' counties. 


The district will have 280 miles of 


main lateral canals and hundreds of 
niles of disti-Jmtaries. The immense 
reservoir is to be inclosed by parallel 
evees about ten miles long and twenty- 
bur feet high at the highest point. 
Work will be begun on it in order to 
take advantage of the period of low 
water and to avoid interruption by high 
water. 


T. L. Keed of Reedley, who has the 


contract for this work and the construc- 
tion of the canals, will commence op- 
erations on the levees south of Summit 
ake. The water for the irrigation of 
-he lands within the district will bo ob- 
ained from Kings river. 


J. K. Eastwood, chief engineer of. the 


Sunset district, left for the south last 
night to stake out the work for the con- 
.ractor. The beginning of construction on 
the irrigation works is being hailed with 
ov by the residents in the district, who 
yill be glad to escape dependence on the 
ickle weather god. 


The $2,000,000 bonds of the district 


• ill permit a large amount of improve- 
ment, which will naturally lead to the 
rapid settlement of the district. The 
same cause that made the land on this 
side of the valley eo valuable irriga- 
ion—will soon be applied to the fertile 
West Side lands, with the same result.

THE MIDWINTER FAIR. 


It TC111 Have an Electrical Tower TVIH 


Ovtr S.OOO Uchta, 


Tho Mid\viutt-r fair is assured of hav- 


ing a feature that \rill be quite as 
unique as anything soon at Chicago. Ii 
is to be an t-llctrieal tower 266 feet high 
and containing lights enough to turn 
night into day in Concert valley. 


Tho framework of the tower will bo 


gracefully constructed and decorated 
with over 5,000 incandescent lights of 
different colors. It will bo supplied 
with an elevator miming to n height of 
220 feet. There will be pavilions on tho 
ground floor for the use of the public. 
Flanking the open space will I*1 for.r 
Moorish pavilions containing four storios 
and decorated in oriental colors. 


The base of the tower will occupy a 


.space 60 feet square, while the first KP.!- 
lery, SO feet from tho ground, will have 
a w;iiing rapacity of 200. Three other 
galleries will extend beyond this ami 
will seat several hundred persons. Tho 
topmost gallery will bo within six fec-t 
of thu pinnacle. In it will be. a great 
searchlight. On the extreme top of the 
tower will be placed a large gold ball 
bearing the emblem of the state—a Cali- 
fornia bear. 


Fully 8,000 people can DO seated on tho 


tower at one time, while on the outer 
edge ou the circular walk there will bo 
room for several thousands. There are 
eight approaches to the tower, practi- 
cally making it open on all sides and 
corners, 


While tho principalobjectof the tower 


is for lighting purposes, it will be used 
as aj^rauil bandstand, from which music 
will bo given throughout the day and 
evening. The tower was designed by ft 
Chicago architect, but all the work on 
the structure will be done in Sun Frau- 
cL>ci>. When completed, it will cost £80,- 
000.—San Francisco Letter.

At no time in the winter, nor 
dming other winters that I have been 
there, was it higher than 40 degrees. 
This cold is excruciating. We lived in a 
Bolid log house, a good warm one, but 
many a time I have awakened in the 
night and found the blankets, which 
were kept up well under tho nose, frozen 
Into a cake of ice. Sometimes the in- 
tense cold cakes the blankets for a lonff 
distance down. 


Meats and everything froze, and yon 


would throw them anywhere without 
thinking. The worst experience was 
trying to make bread. The yeast would 
freeze in spite of you, oftentimes even 
when the greatest care was exercised. 
If you stuped out, everything was so 
still and so intensely cold you could hear 
yourself breathe. 
It had a rustling 


sound. 


I discovered a queer fkin$ about the 


cold, and it was this: Below 40 degrees 
you didn't notice it nny more than 40 de 
grees. It might go to 60 degrees, or 
even more, but it made so little differ- 
ence that you didn't notice it. It was 
all practically the same to yon.—San 
Francisco Esaminer.

HOW FLOUR IS MANUFACTURED. 


The Varluua I'roc*sse§ Tltrougb Which 


\Vhrat I'mse* Ia tlie. Mill. 


Tho noises on the inside of tho mill 


are deafening. One who has never been 
hi a flouring »ill of tlio largest size can- 
not realize what a peculiar lot of noises 
aro mado by the machinery. Aa soon 
as the wheat enters the machine from 
the long spout which brings It down 
from the upper floor it falls between two 
rollers of iron— "chilled" iron they call 
it, and very hard iron it is too. One of 
these rollers revolves rapidly, the other 
worn slowly, in order that the separa- 
tion of tbe coat, or bran, from tho ker- 
nel may bo more easily accomplished. 
Tlio wheat first passes between rollers 
separated just enough to allow the coat 
to l» crushed. It ia then carried away 
to .the top of the mill again, to n room 
whoro the sun vainly tries to shine in 
through tho flour coated windows far 
above tho city's roofs. It nest passed 
over a wire, sieve which separates tbe 
bran from tho kernel proper. 


This bran, which contains much of the 


Hour material, again passes down and 13 
ground once more, this process being re- 
peated fonr times, making iivo grind- 
ings, each one finer than the one preced- 
ing it. Kadi time the fibrous or brau 
portions aro more completely separated, 
and at last tho bran comes out a clear, 
brownish husk with every particle of 
flour removed. 


The insiilo p.ir: of the kernel has mean- 


while been going through ;iu interesting 
process. 
After tho first grinding or 


breaking it passes to a big six sided re- 
volving reel covered with a fine wire 
netting or sieve. Through this reel the 
finer portions of thy kernels pass, com- 
ing out in what are culled "middlings,1 
a granulated mass which goes back to 
tho rollers for another crushing. This 
process is repeated through five reels, all 
but the first being of silk. The last one 
has 120 threads to the lineal inch. The 
flour which comes out of the fifth reel, 
vrhilo white iu hue, is yet not of the fin- 
est or "patent" grade, but is classed as 
"baker's" or second grade flour. 


Tho middlings above referred to nr 


purified by an interesting process. Thei 
are passed over a fine wire sieve, through 
tho upper part of which a strong cur 
rent of air is passed. This holds in sus 
peuso tho tiny portions of fibrous matte 
which may havo been in tho flour, ant 
at last, after this process of middling 
purifying has been very carefully car 
ried out, tbe flour appears a spotless 
snowy white—tbe "patent" flour, as it ia 
called. In tho process of grinding in this 
gradual and repeated way, the germ o 
the wheat, a tiny particle about tho siz 
of a mustard seed, is separated from th 
white flour. It is what one might ca 
the life part of the wheat. If it wen 
ground up, it would not leave the paten 
flour BO white and powdery, so it is sei 
arated in ouo of tho sieving*; and passe 
into tho darker or lower grade flonr. I 
contains, however, tho best aud uios 
nutritious part of tho wheat. 


The last thing that happens to the pu 


verized kernel before it is ready fo 
market is the filling of barrels or sack 
Down many stories through a smoot 
tube comes tbe white or "patent" flou 
Under tue'tube ia the barrel or tho sat 
as tho case may be, and, as it begins 
fill, a steel augur just tho size of the bar 
rel bores down into the flour, packing 
carefully and solidly beneath the broad 
blades.—St. Nicholas.

Tenement anil Apartment. 


The distinction between an apartment 


house and a tenement lionso is some- 
what hazy until tho etymology of tho 
two words is considered. 
"Tenement" 


is derived from tho Latin verb "tcncro" 
(to hold) and is the name proi«rly given 
to a building that is designed to hold or 
to give shelter to tho largest possible 
number of persons at tho least possible, 
cost to each individual tenant "Apart- 
ment," however, is an anglicized deriva- 
tion of another Latin verb, "parsere" 
{to divide), and with equal propriety ia 
applied to a dwelling house, of which 
tho structural and social intent is to sep- 
arate family from family and to gratify 
tho desire for privacy that every house- 
hold natnrally feels, at tho samo timo 
reducing tho crpeuao of that gratifica- 
tion to a low estimate that is practica- 
ble only through co-operation in the 
fiied charges of domestic management.

Cotton I'uctory Experiment!*. 


A system of moistening the air 6f a 


cotton factory—as is required in somo 
departments of a mill before blowing it 
into the rooms—1ms been tho subject of 
much experiment. It lias been found 
thut, if a jut of steam or vapor is dis- 
charged iijto the main duct any degree 
of humidity desired can be obtained, but 
all thu air is moistened alike, being dis- 
tributed to tho different rooms by thu 
risers leading thereto. That, liowercr, 
which is berit adapted for one depart- 
ment in ti cotton mill iu:iy not prove 
equally favorable for another. 


Then, too, the introduction of moist- 


ure at this point may work disastrously 
to thu walls of the ducts and risers. It 
is now found tbat this objection may bo 
overcome at a small expense, by carry- 
ing a steam pipo down through each 
room and putting opposite each opening 
in the flue, through which the nir enters 
:he room, an outlet with valves for regu- 
lating thu flow of the steam. In this 
way the exhaust ateam from tho engine 
which drives the blower flows into tho 
room, and being caught up by the cur- 
rent of air passing from the flue is thus 
distributed throughout tho room. Ex- 
perience •with this plan through cold 
weather has proved its peculiar value.— 
Now York Sun.

I hoped 
hat if after this assurance to the meui- 
jers of that government that such union 
ould not be consummated, 1 might 
ompass a peaceful adjustment o£ the 
iiliculty.

"These conditions have not proved,

Many large vessels 
were tied up at tho wharves, and soon 
after tho water began running out they 
rested upon their keels. The steamer 
C. B. Wallace- was making her regular 
trip up stream last evening to Perrys- 
burg, when she was caught half way tft 
Perrysbnrg and stuck in the mud. 


Just above Perrysburg is a series o! 


rapids. The river is two miles wide aud 
filled with limestone islands. This small 
archipelago was drained as dry as a 
mountain side. In the pools thousands 
of fish of every kind known to the lakes, 
and many which no ouo hi this part of 
thecountry over saw before, were caught. 
When, tho country people looked out 
this morning; they wero astounded, but 
they readily grasped the situation and 
commenced to fill barrels, washtubs and 
everything that would hold them with 
h'sh. 
In tho rapids many interesting 


articles which had got Into the river 
above were found. 
About noon the 


wind calmed down, and tho water rolled, 
back, much like an ocean tide. This 
evening it is as deep as usual, and the 
largest steamers on the lakes are goiug 
back and forth. -Toledo Special to Chi- 
cago Herald.

Tbe Executed Spanlnh Bomb Thrower WM 


Undoubtedly * Fanatic. 


The world was astounded on Sept. 25 


last at the news that a daring attempt 
had been made on the life of Marshal de 
Campos while reviewing the troops at 
Barcelona. Tho assassin was Paulino 
Pallas, who paid the penalty of biscrime 
a few days ago. Ho was executed with 
hia back to the firing party. Pallas seems 
to have been a peculiar individual. He 
was a quiet yuuug man of the blond 
type, about 30 years of age, married 
ami tho father of three children. He 
was born at CambrUs, in the province of 
Tarragona- 
Some years ago ho emi- 


grated to Argentine and then went to 
Brazil. Ho returned to Spain and set- 
tled down in Barcelona at tho hosiery 
business, working at home. 


After close investigation by the police, 


it seems tbat Pallua was not affiliated 
with any anarchist or revolutionary so- 
ciety. He was always very reserved, 
seldom visited anybody and had no call- 
ers. Ho was undoubtedly a fanatic. He 
displayed remarkable calmness from the 
.moment of hift arrest till his death, but 
always aired his ultra anarchistic the- 
ories and regretted ho did not kill the 
marshal. 
Tho day of his attempt he left his 


borne, telling his wife ho wonld not re- 
turn till evoimtg. He took dinner in a 
wine shop in a low quarter of tho town. 
Then he went to Mount MOD juich, where 
his bombs were concealed among the 
rocks, came back to the town, took a 
position uoar the troops and hurled his 
bombs at Marshal de Campos while tho. 
soldiers were passing tho veteran com- 
mander. He was seized aud confessed 
that ho was the culprit. General Cbs- 
tellri was wounded, and a civil guard 
mortally injured. A number of spec- 
tators were more or less hurt by the fly- 
ing fragments of the projectiles.—Mad- 
rid Letter.

the public is justified in the conclusion 
tlint this is merely a convenient way of 
explaining the fad that the President 
was deceived as to what the situation 
really wa?. 


The reason stated for tha miscarriage 


of the executive plan to reinitate the 
Queen is doubtless true in part, although 
a surprising lark of gallantry is shown, 
coming from such n source, in throwing 
the 
entire 
responsibility upon the 


Queen's declinatio-i to accept the terms 
upon which she was to be again made 
the ruler. The fact is very apparent, 
that had the Queun consented to re.- 
instaternent without a guarantee of 
continued support from this govern- 
ment, that Mr. Cleveland could not 
have achieved his purpose in the face of 
an armed resistance on tfie part of the 
Provisional government, for that would 
have been an act of war, and the 
President is not authorized to en- 
gage in war without 
the consent 


of congress. It is therefore, we think, 
decidedly ungallant 
in 
Mr. Cleve- 


land to attribute his fiasco to the 
natural and sensible action of 
the 


Queen, when, as a matter of fact, he 
ought to be very thankful to her for af- 
fording him an additional excuse for re- 
tiring from an enterprise which lacked 
from the beginning the least semblance 
of practicability. 


The concluding sentence of the mes- 


sage is significant, in that it embodies a 
threat that in case congress does not 
view this matter in the way he has out- 
lined it, tliat he will refuse to approve 
the action taken. It reads as follows: 


"in'commencHngthis subject to the 


extended powers and wide discretion of 
congress, 1 desire to add the assurance 
that I shall be much gratified to co-

PEOPIX interested in olive growing in 


this county will find encouragement in 
the following from the Pomona Progres E: 


The few old fasLluiiul horticulturists, 


who have maintained there ia no money 
in olive growing, are becoming less 
noisy. This is an 'off' year for olives 
in southern California, but there are 
many growers who are going to get over 
$100 an acre clear profit from their or- 
chards. Some will clear up $140 an 
acre. Three acres of Mission olive trees, 
7 years old, on the Hill ranch at Santa 
Anita, have produced this vtiar U31S 
pounds of fruit, and were bought, uheu 
picked, for 6 cents a pound. The prop- 
erty in this 'off year has netted the 
grower $4S2. J. E. Packard of Pomona 
has fifteen acres of olives, set out in 1SSS 
and 1839. He is picking and pickling 
his own crop, and at ttie prices at which 
he is selling his product daily lie 
get a net profit of at least $100 an acre 
this season, and perhaps $125 an acre. 
Several acres will yield a profit of $140 
each." 


THE Examiner, which has been rather 


conservative in ite treatment of the 
Hawaiian question, suras up the situa- 
tion as it is made plain by recent occur- 
rences as follows:

No compensation can come 
to these domestic products from a duty 
on Zante currants, even if such duty 
were contemplated. 


If the Expositor's contention is cor-

The 
consumer gets no Iwiiutit, and the loss 
of revenue must be made up by direct 
taxation.

Yesterday morning nt G o'clock Mrs. 


Chris Kvans and her brother, George 
Byrd, left this city to find a camp used 
by Evans and Sontag. They had u 
minute description of the place, but not- 
withstanding they searched three hours 
before they found it.

The camp is five or six miles this side 


of Camp Badger, and is a mile north o 
the mill road. It ia situated in a gulch 
and is reached through a dense mass o: 
underbrush. It, is completely hidden 
from view, and is one of the wildest and 
most inaccessible parts of the moun- 
tains. It would have been impossible 
to have tracked the men into this camp, 
as there was nc trail. It was alim ' 
impossible to get through the brush. 


Tim following written directions were 


given to Mrs. Evans and George Byrt 
by Chris Evans to aid them in locating 
the camp: "Go up the road about 201 
yards from the turntable (an abrupt 
turn around a rocky point) and turn to 
the left where a small gulch comes dowi 
(it ia quite brushy between the road am 
the fence) and go up it about 150 yarda 
from the fence, where it is quite open 
and on your left, about 40 feet from the 
center ot the gulch, in a little cave, under 
a rock, with small brush growing clos< 
by, you will find our camp outfit, am 
bring away the overcoats and bed. Tliere 
arc the remains of an old brush fence on 
tlie hillside ulnm! it, and 20 yards up 
the en lei i tlie brush closes in and shuts 


Mrs. Evans and Mr. Byrd arrived al 


the place at 11 o'clock, but it was L 
o'clock before they left. They found the, 
camp in a cave, completely hidden from 
observation. It waa not as good a place 
aa Fort Defiance for a fight, but it was a 
better hiding place. They found there 
two overcoats, a bed, frying pan, tin 
cups, forks, knives and spoons, coffee 
pot and several other cooking utensils, 
besides Borne flour, bacon, potatoes, 
bread, ect.

"Tint original contract called for mor- 


tar half sand and half lime. This mix- 
ture does not make mortar at all. it 
should be one part limu and four or live 
iwrtd sand, but the contractor charged 
lor it as if made half and half of sand 
and lime. 
On this the county lost 


$1400. 
"In the original contract tho cornices 


were to be sandstone. Soon after plans 
were accepted the architect announced 
that sandstone would not do, that it 
would break loose and fall. It was 
changed to galvanized iron, without 
following ihe form pointed out in the 
code for making changes and agreeing 
on the price beforehand. It IB esti- 
mated that the county lost $GOOO by the 
change. 
'•There was a change in the coping and 


the balustrade on the parapet walla from 
cement to galvanized iron. On this the 
county lost $GOOO. 


"The outside cementing on the build- 


ing is not in conformity with the specifi- 
cations. It \s not as thick as the con- 
tract calls for. The proportion of fiftiid 
and mortar is not proper. Tiie work is 
so badly done that i'. is a damage to the 
building. It is estimated that the slight- 
in" of work in this job damaged the 
county between $5000 and $«000. 


"The support of the dome is oi no 


value, and cost too much. The price 
paid was $4575, and it should have been 
no more than $2500, leaving the county 
ifi'OnO loss. 
"The columns in front were changed 


from cement to brick and plaster in ce- 
ment. The county is out about $lnOO on 
this. 
"The front of the old building was not 


trimmed down, nor new pilasters built, 
as the original contract called for. On 
tins the county is out about $300. 


"On the basement floor the cementing 


is said to be very poor, nnd it must bo 
relaid one inch thick to protect what ia

which recently appeared in the Stock- 
ton Mail concerning the findiug of an 
oak tree at Westport, in Stanislaus 
county, buried sixty feet beneath the 
surface, it is stated that "we know very 
little of geology when we come right 
down to it." 1 would add to that state- 
ment my conviction that the iittlc we 
do know of it—that is to say, what is 
commonly taught—ia radically wrong in 
principle! It is not more nearly the 
truth in geology than was the Ptolemaic 
theory in astronomy; moreover, the 
Darwinian theory of evolution, which is 
derived from the present system of geol- 
ogy, is "as baseless as the fabric of a 
dream ;" and the time will come when 
both will share the same fate as that 
discarded system of astronomy. 


The finding of an oak tree in the situ- 


ation, aa described, at Westport is not a 
novel circumstance. More than twenty 
vears since an oak tree was found in the 
"sanio manner in the Coast Range moun- 
tains, in Lake county, buried nearly 200 
feet beneath the surface. In this state, 
where hydraulic, mining has been con- 
ducted on a large scale, it ia common to 
find the trunks of oak trees petrified, 
which were certainly of the same kind 
aa those now growing in the same vicin- 
ity. At the Cascades of the Columbia 
river, imbedded in a friable stratum of 
conglomerate, lying between the high 
and low water naarKs of the river.trunks 
of fir (or Oregon pine, as it is called bore), 
varying in size from only a few; inches

A 
little care will prevent a book of one 
class being put with hooks oi another.

pose of considering the raisin tariff. 
•Vnd thus a better expression of their 
views can be secured. 


It seems probable that an importani 


>art of the work to be done at the State 
rYuit Growers' convention will pertain 
to the proposed tariff reduction, and 
jrobably all will De done there whicl 
aeede to be done. If, however, such be 
not the case, a convention of raisin 
growers nould be called during some re 
:ess of the state convention aud tl 
matter fully considered.

But by the friends who knew him for 
ver thirty-five years in Peoria, III., his 
riner home, will the news of hia death 
ie received with special sorrow. 
His boyhood was spent in his native 
ate, and at the age of 19 he graduated 
ith honors from Lafayette college at 
laston, Pa. 
As a young man he came west to Pe- 
ria, III., in 1853, and at once, entered 
pon a successful business career, iden- 
fyiiifr himself with the growing iuter- 
sts of that city, and did much to make 
. the city which it now is. Few men 
re better or more favorably known by 
ie banking and business firms of Cen- 
•al Illinois than John lioyd Smith. 
He at first entered as a clerk the bank- 
ig house of J. P. Hotclikiss & Co., then 
ith fj. "Ilowell & Co., of which firm he 
•ecame a member. This firm merged 
nto tho Second National bank, and Mr. 
uiith became its cashier. 
From this brink he went as cashier 
ito the Mechanics' Xational bank of 
coria, and after the expiration of its 
)-year charter it was reorganised as the 
.erchants1 National bank, and it was 
oin this bank that he resigned us its 
ashier to come to Fresno. 
While connected with the Merchants' 
atioual he waa treasurer of the Acme 
harvester company, of which John K. 
t.irk was president and T. J. Kirk, now 
chool Superintendent Kirk of Fresno, 
as secretary. 
Mr. Smith was also 


reasurer of the Peoria board of trade 
or many years, and also a member of 
ie city council. 
In polities Sir. Smith was a man who 
id much in shaping public policy, aud 
t the same time avoided political 
referment. He was a delegate to the 
rst convention that nominated Abra- 
lam Lincoln for President of the United, 
tites. 
He was a man of quiet and retiring 
lanner. 
On this account, together 


:ith his failing health, few people in 
Yesno iHJcame intimately acquainted 
•ith him, but his old friends who knew 
im in the east speak of him in most 
e?pe<:tful terms of unqualified praise. 
He was the only brother of four sis- 


,ers, all of whom survive him. 


He leaves a wife, three eons and two 
aughters, all of whom were at his bed- 
ide when he died. 
He. was generous to a fault, ever true 
o his friends, and throughout his long 
usiness career no one ever heard his 
onesty or integrity questioned. 
Hia remains will be taken back to 
'eoria, to be laid to rest in the family 
ot in Springdale cemetery, beside his 
mother and a beloved dmghter who 


asaed away eight years ago.

ig the postoflice site in this city. In 
ie latter capacity he came in for a 
ood share of prominence. 
Mr. Irish is best known through his 
inflection with the Southern Pacific 
ailroad. with whose interests in Cali- 
jrnia and farther east he has long been 
Icntified.
